It is a curious subject for reflection, how well.ascertained facts, widely

convey information to such persons as may not be cognisant of all the cir 
cumstances, it may be useful to enter into some details, and to repeat 
others, which I certainly never anticipated could have been called for at 
this time of day. After the discovery of native gold at Ballinvelley, in 








Croghan Kinshe'sa Mountain, in 1796, and the establichment of the Govern 
ment stream-works there, all the metallic substances disseminated through 
the diluvial deposit, being concentrated in a mass by the successive opera- 
| tions of washing (well known to professed miners), were always brought 
under my eye for examination, and it was thus that at Ballinvalley I found | 
that the gold was constantly accompanied by magnetic ironstone (some. 
times in mass of half a hundred weight), by magnetic ironsand, by cubi- 
cal and dodecahedrai iron pyrites ; and in small pieces and grains, by spe- 
cular iron ore, brown aad red ironstone, iron ochre, fragments of tinstone 
| crystals, wolfram, grey ore of manganese, ploces of quarts and chlorite, 
and sometines fragments of quarts crystals. I observed, and collected 
| also, some specimens, which show that the gold, magnetic ironstone, and 
| wolfram, were each of them frequently intermingled with quarts ; and | 
| have also a few specimens which exhibit the gold not only incorporated with 
iron ochre, but ramifying in slight threads throagh wolfram. 

To satisfy and amuse some of my county of Wicklow friends at the time, 
I made an assay of the fragmentary crystals of tinetone, showing to them | 
as good metallic tin as was ever produced in Cornwall, The operations 
were interrupted by the Irish Rebellion of 1798, bat were resumed in 1801,

GEOLOGY OF KERGUELEN'S LAND 

The following remarks on the geologioa! features of Aergueten's Land, 
foem the substance of a paper read by R. M' Cormick, Eoq..

It is only 
very recently that I have had itin my power to resume the jovestigation of 
this singular mea of iron. Lam uoable to detect in it either of the fol- 
lowing principles—to wit, lead, tin, manganese, copper, titanium, silver, aul- 
phar, or phosphorus. The precipitated peroxide :f iron, on digestion with 
| a solution of potassa, and subsequeot treatment with hydrocblorate of am- 
| monla, gave only a faint troubling from alumian. The clear fluid, from 
| whieh the iron and alemina were precipi ated, gave with oxalate of ammo- 
nla, @ distioct, but feeble precipitate of oxalate of lime. The solution of the 
iroa la hydrochloric acid, as we las in su!pharic aeid, gave an impalpable, 
heavy, black, plumbaginous looking matter, which oo being ignited aloee, 
suffered no change in colour. It washeated to redness along with carboaate 
of potasea, the mase was treated with water, and hydrochloric acid, where- 
upon silicic acid made its appearance.
